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STORM KILLS TWENTY IN AND NEAR CINCINNATI; 
SWEEPS OTHER STATES LEAVING DEATH IN WAKE 


U.-SJHZES SAYVILLE WIRELESS PLANT 
EXPLOSION BURNS BIG STEAMER AT SEA 


Cincinnati, July 8.—The excursion steamer Island Queen 


was safe at her dock last night throughout the storm. It had 
been reported that she was out on the river with more than 
300 on board, and that she had not been heard from. 


According to figures more than fifty persons were Wiled 


and scores injured by the violent wind and rain storm which 
extended from. Nebraska to Ohio last night. 


The property damage is roughly estimated at several mil- 


lion dollars. The greatest loss of life occurred in this city and 
vicinity where twenty are known to be dead and many unac- 
counted for. 


In eastern Missouri, Nebraska and Illinois the storm as- 


sumed the proportions of a tornado, demolishing entire blocks 
in some sections. The nearest estimate of death and damage 
this afternoon at three o'clock was: 


Cincinnati and Vicinity—Twenty dead, property damage 


more than a million. 


Missouri and Indiana—Four dead, property damage un- 


cstiraated. 


Dayton and Vicinity—Property damage, $35,000.

According to figures compiled early today, more than fifty persons were killed and several injured by the violent wind and rain storm which extended from Nebraska to Ohio, last night The property , 


damage is estimated at several millions of dollars.

The greatest loss of life occurred in Cincinnati and vicinity, where thirty-three persons are known to be dead and fifteen missing, eighteen of the dead there being deckhands who were drowned by the 


capsizing of the towboat Convoy,on the Ohio river.

In eastern Missouri the storm assumed the proportions of ;a tornado, demolishing 162 blocks in St. Charles, a town of about 11,000 people, St. Peters, a town of 300 inhabitants and Gilmore, a village 


of 100, were almost wiped out by the tornado. In St. Charles and St. Peters there was no loss of life, While in Gilmore only one person was killed. In Lincoln and Custer counties, Nebraska, 
wind and hail 


caused heavy damage-to crops and in the village of Callaway several buildings were unroofed, There had been no loss of life reportn was flooded,,' In Central 


In Southern Illinois the storm was severe, causing heavy damage in many localities. At Mound City the business part of towed early today,

Cincinnati, July "8.—The most devastating storm that has visit- 


ed this city in several decades about 9:30 o'clock last night, raged. 
with cyclonic intensity for:half an hour,.;took.a toll of lives esti- 
mated as close to thirty-five and wrought property damage some- 
where between half a million and a, million dollars. 


As definite reports began to filter in today, from the suburbs 


where telephonic communication was slowly being established the 
list of missing which at last reports last night indicated between 
fifteen and twenty was increasing. 


Cincinnati awoke this morning to find railroad service par- 


tially paralyzed, its wire communication with outside world ham- 
pered to such an extent that only press wires were available, its 
streets littered with fallen trees, roofs of houses and other wreck- 
age that had been tossed there by the wind.
